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17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or extertor) 


This house has a five-bay facade with a central entry. Windows are 
fitted with 2-over-l sash and modern storm sash. Entry and window 
surrounds are wide and very plain; the entry has a heavy six-paneled 
door. Corner boards are plain, the molded cornice shows a partial 
return above a narrow plain board frieze. The left elevation has 
two attic lights fitted with old 6-over-6 sash; the right side has 

a full-height picture window.

The house is significant as a well-preserved example of a modest ver- 
nacular dwelling built in the late 18th or early 19th century. Small 
houses such as this were probably a common feature in Berlin's 18th- 
and 19th-century landscape, but most have not survived (although many 
houses have rear additions which were once small discrete structures). 
The house has a minimum of ornamentation. Corner boards, window 
frames and the entry surround are all of plain boards. The house has 
been recently remodelled and a good deal of the exterior fabric is 
new. 


The house appears on the 1869 map of Berlin and not the 1855 map, but 
the architectural evidence indicates earlier construction than would 
have been typical in the period between the two maps. Therefore, it 
is likely that the house was moved to this site between 1855 and 1869.
